students File Suit, Saying Berkeley's Bilingual Program Is A Failure 


SAN FRANCISCO - Sixteen stu- 
dents whose second language is 
English filed suit against the 
Berkeley Unified School District 
Tuesday in SE Federal Court for 
Operating what they charge is a 
deficient bilingual education pro- 
gram. 

The class-action 1lawsuit could 
affect at least 644 students from 
kindergarten through the 12th 
grade. They are identified as "lim- 
ited English proficient" -- an 
increase of 27% in the last two 
yearS. 

The suit was filed by Legal Aid 
society of Alameda County and the 
Multicultural Education Training 
and Advocacy Project of SF. 

Last month，the state Board of 
Education voted to withhold $35$,700 
for the bilingual program， after 
complaints from parents and a state 
investigation found 25 violations of 
the bilingual education law. (EM 了 
4/30/87) The state later approved a 
reform plan and reallocated .the 
money. 

The lawsuit demands reforms in 
the districts bilingual program，as 
well as unspecified monetary and 
educational compensation to students 
who have taken the bilingual 
classes. 

The native language of 1S of the 
students named as Plaintiffs is 
Spanish，and for the other is Chi- 
nese -- but the lawsuit covers all 
English-as-a-Second-janguage students 
in the district. 

The suit claims the program fails

SAN FRANCISCO - The Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Corp. 
last week filed a lawsuit in SF 
federal District Court charging 
former officers and directors of 
Gateway Savings Bank with fraud， 
Conspiracy and negligence. 


Gateway，headquartered iDP Oak- 
land and with branches in SF Chi- 
natown and the Richmond District， 
was _ declared insolvent and taken 
Over by the ESLIC on April 14， 
1986. 


The suit seeks actual damages of 
at least $40 million plus punitive 
and exemplary damages， and 
charges the executives enriched

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Some Surprising Finds at the 
'Stories from Chinas Past Exhibit

SAN FRANCISCO - Sichuan Pro- 


vince，for many Americans，is Pri- 
marily known for its Piquantly 

Spicy cuisine. But this Temote 
Southwestern province，China's most 
”populous，is also a rich repository 
of archaeological treasures from 
China's ancient _ civilization The 
Chinese Cultural Center of San 
Francisco and the Sichuan Cultural 
Department have pooled their 
efforts and are exhibiting at the 

Center，through May 31，rare Han- 
dated archaeological objects from 
Sichuan. 

The exhibit，Siorzes 太 omz Chiaas 
Past Far Prasy Pictoral TommpD 
Relepk ad 4rchpnaeological Object 
From SicHnuaz Proviace， People3 
Reprplic oF Chi will have a 
national tour to museums in Boston， 
Ann Arbor，Baltimore，Ithaca，Los 
Angeles and Phoenix，before return- 
ing to China in Mid-1988. 

"What makes this truly exciting， 
Said Lucy Lim， executive direc- 
tor/curator of the Chinese _ Cultural 
Center，"is that this is the first 
time an exhibition on Han regional 
art and_ culture of Sichuan is being 
presented in the US.… 

The exhibition is not huge in 
numbers of items Shown. This seems 
due more to the limited display 
area at the center than anything 
else， But the Show is tightly coher- 
ent， with a thematic arrangement as 
well as its photographic panels， 
maps，diagrams，and extensive cap- 
tions providing information about 
the region and era， 


The Han Dynasty (206 B.C. - A.D. 


220) witnessed a vast increase in 
the territory controlled by China，as 
well as a flourishing of the arts. 
Near the end of the dynasty，Bud- 
dhism was introduced from India 
and_ became one of the dominant 
religions in Asia. 

Sichuan Province during the Han 
Dynasty had some of the wealthiest 
families， rich natural Tesources， 
and abundant agricultural produc- 
tion. . 

The Chinese of the Han dynasty， 
firm believers in life-after-death， 
observed elaborate 所 neral rites， 
Tombs were TIichly stocked with 
utility objects and representations 
of humans and animals. 


The burial tomb's bricks Sport 
auspicious motifs，some of which 
were meant to ward off evil spirits. 
Tiles and stone pottery slabs were 
decorated with pictorial reliefs 
depicting Scenes from daily life， 
morality plays，mythology，folklore， 
and the philosophy and religions of 
the_ time， In general，while Han 
tomb tiles in northern China 
emphasized pictorial scenes derived 
位 om history and mythology，those 
from Sichuan used realism for a 
Vivid Tepresentations of everyday 
life. 

"Sichuan art was done ip an in- 
formal and lively style，realistic 
and yet stylized”said Wu Hung， 
assSistant professor in art history at 
Harvard University and one of the 
writers coOmmissioned for the catal- 
0gue. "Certainly，it wasnt Tigid and 
fat"” he said in an interview with 
尼 QS1TTe 了 L 

Entering the Centers exhibition 
hall，one is transported into a 
dimly-lit， somewhat hallowed envi- 
IOnment - like a tomb itself， An 
attention-grabbing exhibit is the 
Six-foot-long model of the Yamng- 
za1iz To No Ore，a vaulted 
brick tomb. The actual multi- 
chambered tomb measures 45.4 feet 
long and consisted of three under- 
区 ound chambers connected by pas- 
Sageways， Of more than 200 tombs 
excavated between 1953 and 1956 at 
a large burial site near Chengdu， 
Sichuan's capital， this ”particular 
tomb is considered the most out- 
standing due to its large size and 
beautifully intricate pictorial 
decorations. 

Also on display are Photographic 
panels of still another type of Han 
tomb Structure - cave tombs carved 
into clitfs - Such as the Mapao 
Cave Tompb at ZLeshnatz、The cave 
which dates from the Later Han 
period，i much larger than other 
pit tombs excavated. In the photo-， 
graphs，shot by curator Lim，in the 
left (east wal) of the front cham- 
ber is a depiction of the attempted 
assasination of the King of Qin 
(later China's first unifier，Qin 
Shih Huangdi), A Buddha image is 
also0 Shown on the lintel of the 
front chamber - making this one of 
the earliest representations of

Among a fair number of glasss- 
encased pottery tomb reliefs is the 
Cue Par Cafe frequently repre- 
sented in Sichuan reliefs. The pillar 
gate，said Wu Hung，"was erected iD 
palaces，city gates，entrance doors 
and tomb sites - 3a Symbol of the 
passage of the Soul of the departed 
into 3a Spiritual world. 


The pictorial clarity of the 
designs on the tomb reliefs was 
achieved through the rubbings 
which were Supplied with most of 
the reliefs displayed. Ihese were 
made by covering the relief with 
thin，tough，dampened paper and 
then stamping it down into every 
depression with a dry brush.， Once 
the paper has dried，a pad dam- 
pened with Chinese ink is applied， 
thus ITeproducing in dark color 
everything that projects above the 
background.，Used by the Chinese 
for centuries，this method offers 
a clearer and more detailed view of 
the pottery and .stone tomb reliefs 
on hand. 

One of the most intriguing items 
8 the bronze Momey Tree，with its 
intricately curved pottery base. 
Unique to southewestern China dur- 
ing the Later Han dynasty，it con- 
Sists of a pottery or stone base and 


a bronze tree whose branches are 


densely decGrated with "coin" motifs 
and other mythological images. 
Hinting at the people's aspirations 
and wishes for wealth，pleasure and 
immortality，this "strange-lo00king" 
tree is . Surely _ one .of :the most 
unusual archaelogical discoveries. 

After entering a connecting Toom， 
the viewer is inside a Semi-pyramid- 
like interior - also dimly-lit，Here 
are Imore 8lass-encased tomb reliefs 
and their rubbings，as well as 
photos and drawings divided into 
themes allowing the visualizing of 
life in Sichuan long ago. 人 
95 cm. tall pottery of a Porse [于 妇 
Saddle stands near the entrance. 

Very striking are the realistic 
pottery and stone sculptural human 
figures。 Engaging， 认 rather gro- 
tesque，is the StomytelerAB1atertaizzer 
a Court jester of sorts who enter- 
tained imperial households with 
Stories，SOngs and dance. Storytelleris 
were especially popular during the 
Qin dynasty， With exaggerated fea- 
tures，the half-naked，dwarfish- 
looking .scupture brings to mind the 
freaks in a (Federico) Fellini film - 
with its grimacing face and pro- 
truding tongue， crooked posture， 
bloated stomach and Sloppy chest 
and short arms. 

There are also elegant and yet 
childlike figures， such as the 
kneeling Potem Fiuite Player of the 
Later Han dynasty. The most attrac- 
tive feature of this sculptural piece 
is the knowing，ethereal Smile and 
eyes Which，together with its erect 
posture，suggest tranqduility. 

With a very similar facial expres- 
Sion and also in 3 kneeling Position 
i the Pottem Figure of Female 
oldinrg Miror- "I consider this 
among my favorites”mentioned Wu 
Hung， "She's like a Chinese Mona
